CALLING FOR a Report from Commissions appointed to collect moneys due tD 
the Permanent School Fund.

94) entitled" An act to provide tor the collection of money due to 
the Permanent School Fund of the State of Iowa; for the pur·

General of the State, were constituted a Boar,d of Commissioners, 
,for the purpose of carrying out the provisious of said Act

Resolved, That the said Commissioners are requested to fnlly 
inform the Senate at the earliest practicable period of all their 
proceedings under said Act, and also as to the present condition of 
the sev:eral matters upon which they were authorized or required 
to act according to the provisions of said Chapter 94.
